Wabhuiotoii. liaroh M.— The aanate 
of fhe United Statea again devoted Itself 

to the Behring soa arbitration treaty 
yesterday, but did not take action on it. 
From the chariictor of the discussion 
and the disposition bIiowd by the sena- 
tore who took part in it, there is every 
zeaaon to believe that the debate haa 
about reached it* oonoliuton moA that a 
vote will be taken early next week with 
the ratification of the treaty as a re- 
sult. This is the aitoatton in a nut- 
shell. 

Following out its plan of Thursday in 
ita fruitless attempt to girevent the pro- 
ceedings in exeouttve seasloa from being 
made public, the senate yesterdajr again 
cast suspicion on the venerable Captain 
Bassett, Expcntive Clerk Young and 
other trustworthy employes wlio have 
never been known to or even stisjx'cted 
of betraying an executive secret, by ex- 
cluding all employes with the exception 
of Oeaeral UcOook, the secretary of the 
senate and Mr. Vallanytne, the sergeant- 
at-arms. from th» cbamljer during the 
secret HCKsion. Tliere was much indig- 
nation expre.Kned in the Capitol at the 
exclusion, and it is certain that the em- 
ployes themselves, particularly Captain 
Baasett, who haa served ooQtivnonsly 
for sixty-three years in ^■sfevloeot 
the senate, feel keenly the stigma of 
snapioioii oast npon them, although none 
of them have fkaQnalTea on 

the subject. 

Immediately after tlie routine busi- 
ness of the morning had been finished 
the senate, at 1S:80 o'clock, went into 
seeret session oa- motion of Mr. Sher- 
man, and when the employes were ex- 

dnded and the doors closed ipMtra- 
tion treaty was taken up. 

Mr. Felton, of California, made a vig- 
orous onslaught on the treaty. To rat- 
ify, he said, would be a virtual sur- 
render of our rights acquired from Rus- 
sia under the Alaska purchase treaty of 
1867. Ratification, he contended, would 
be manifest disrespect towards Russia, 
and he believed that the friendly feeliiij 
existing between that conntry uii i the 
United States would be strained if rati- 
iications wei exchanged. 

Mr. Felton wa.s supi)orted by several 
senators from the far west, but the con- 
tingent wa,'^ very small and did not have 
much weif^ht. Tlio element that proved 
so strong 'L'hui-sday — tliat wliich held 
that the moduH viveiidi Hh(juld be re- 
newed before the treaty wiui ratified — 
again came to tlie front, Senators Frye. 
Butler, Teller, (^handler and others sus- 
taining the ix)sition of this faction. Tiiia 
element was stronge.st during Thurs- 
day's delMite, but it sliowed signs of fall- 
ing off in the discussion yesterday after- 
noon. 

Mr. Sherman counseled a conserva- 
tive course and made a strong argument 
in favor of a ratitication of the treaty 
without restriction. He contetided that 
England would never agree to exchange 
ratification under a threat of refusal to 
allow the ratification to l)ecome effect- 
ive until the modus vivcndi was re- 
newed. He pointed out to the .seiiafe 
the advantage that would bo derived liy 
the United States if ratitication were 
agreed to peaceably and without restric- 
tion. He thought it for the l>est inter- 
ests of this couutry that the senate 
should do nothing unfriendly, in order 
that Eiij,'l;uict would be comiwlled to 
take the initiutive in the matter, thus 
throwing the responsibility ou that 
government for any trouble that might 
ensue. 

Several sen.itors made the contention 
that the senate should support the presi- 
dent by passing a resolution strengthen- 
ing him in his position, and (}uite a 
formidable contingent develojKid m sup- 
port of this view. Mr. Sherman, Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Gray combatted it, 
however, contending tliat the president 
did not need advice; that he knew what 
was b(»t to do, and that the passage of 
such a resolution would anpear like a 
threat to Qreat Britain and thus place 
the United States in the position of hav- 
ing made the first hostile movement. 

When the senate concluded the dis- 
cussion after it had been behind closed 
doors for nearly two and a half hours, 
it had taken no action on the treaty or 
on any of the propositions relating to 
it, but tliere was a general feeling that 
it had Imcu fully distiussed, and that 
next week a vote on the main question 
could be taken. There was a general 
belief that the treaty would be Itttifled 
then without restriction.
